S ac ru m ::' \ Cal.. March 12.—Pre-!- 
dent Roosevelt has again appealed to 
the legislature of California to stop all 
Japanese 
legislation. 
The preside ut 
has sent a telegram to Governor Gil­ 
lette urging that the legislature sus­ 
pend all Japanese legislation and ex­ 
pressing - 1 h*. fear that the action of 
the senate Saturday in passing the 
two Japanese hills and a resolution 
may render Ineffective his efforts to 
secure exclusion of Japanese laborers 
by friendly agreement with Japan. 
The governor transmitted the presi­ 
dent’s telegram to the assembly, where 
action was to have been taken on the 
two bills and the resolution adopted 
by the senate, with a message recom­ 
mending and 
urging that 
the presi­ 
dent's request be acceded to. 
On Stanton’s motion the assembly 
by a viva voce vote decided to take no 
action on the bills on file. 
The message from President Roose­ 
velt is as follows: 
“Action of legislature 
reported In 
this 
morning’s papers 
most 
unfor­ 
tunate in effect uj>on my efforts to se­ 
cure exclusion of Japanese laborers by 
friendly agreement, and if continued 
will probably render recent legislation 
of congress for that purpose ineffec­ 
tive. 
Please 
secure 
suspension 
of 
further action until receipt 
of letter 
frQjna me.” 


Deals W it h Roosevelt’s Letter to Gov­ 
ernor Gillette. 
Washington, 
March 
12.—Further 
than an admission that the president 
had communicated with Governor Gil­ 
lette regarding the action of the Cali­ 
fornia 
legislature on the 
Japanese 
school question, little on the subject 
was obtainable at the White House. 
The letter following 
the president’s 
telegram to the governor on the sub­ 
ject may be given out at the White 
House when it is received by the gov­ 
ernor. 
Secretary 
Loeb 
made 
this 
statement at night: 
“President Roosevelt 
In his 
tele­ 
gram requested Governor Gillette to 
withhold his approval of the bills re­ 
lating to the Japanese question passed 
by the California legislature until the 
governor received the letter forwarded 
by the 
president Sunday 
night, in 
which 
the president 
sets forth 
at 
length his reasons w’hv such legisla­ 
tion 
would be 
detrimental at 
this 
time.” 
Secretary Loeb pointed out that Sec 
retary Root and the Japanese ambas 
sador, Viscount Aoki, are engaged in 
negotiating a new treaty, which has 
for the time being been held up pend­ 
ing the action of Mayor Schmitz and 
the San Francisco 
school board, in 
carrying out the agreement reached In 
the recent White House conferences 
in which the San Francisco delegation 
participated.

New York, March 12.-— On the first 
day of the state’s case in rebuttal at 
the trial of Harry K. Thaw, District 
Attorney Jerome came to a temporary 
standstill against the practically solid 
wall the rules of evidence have built 
around 
the story 
of Evelyn 
Nesbit 
Thaw. 
Mr. Jerome began 
to attack 
this story as soon as court opened in 
the 
morning. 
There ensued 
a well 
nigh 
ceaseless battle 
between 
the 
prosecutor and D. M. Delmas, the lead­ 
ing counsel for the defense, at the end 
of which Justice Fitzgerald upheld the 
rule laid down at the beginning of the 
trial—that Mrs. Thaw’s story was ad­ 
missable only as tending to show the 
effect it might, have had in unbalanc­ 
ing the defendant’s mind and that its 
truth or falsity is not material. 
Mr. Jerome tried to avoid this rule 
by declaring he was endeavoring mere­ 
ly to show by inference—by circum­ 
stantial evidence as to facts and de­ 
tails 
in the story—that Mrs. 
Thaw 
could not possibly have told the story 
to her 
husband. 
Although 
he will 
doubtless be blocked by the same rule 
when the time comes, it is said the 
district attorney may attempt in the 
same way to prove an alibi for Stan­ 
ford White on the night he is alleged 
to have maltreated young Miss Nesbit. 
Nine-tenths 
of the day’s 
sessions 
were spent in argument and lh nearly 
every instance when the smoke of con­ 
flict cleared away Mr. Delmas had won 
his point as to the law, while Mr. Je­ 
rome in the very argument itself had 
got before the jury 
a perfect knowl­ 
edge as to what his witnesses would 
have testified to had 
they been per­ 
mitted. 
The district attorney called 
ten 
witnesses during 
the day 
but 
aside from drawing from the state’s 
eye witnesses to the tragedy the opin­ 
ion that 
Thaw seemed 
rational the 
night he killed White, little real head­ 
way was made. 


Attacked Evelyn Nesbit Thaw's Story. 


Lining up all his forces in rebuttal, 
Mr. Jerome decided to open his fight 
upon the defense 
by attacking the 
story told the jury by Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw. 
He called to 
the stand F. W. 
Longfellow', formerly 
an attorney for 
Thaw, and asked him first concerning 
the case in which Ethel Thomas is al­ 
leged to have sued Thaw for damages 
because of cruel treatment. 
Mr. Dol­ 
mas objected to questions 
along the 
line under the professional privilege 
of lawyer and client, but before Jus­ 
tice Fitzgerald sustained 
the objec­ 
tion and ruled out the evidence Mr 
Jerome exclaimed: 
“The story of tho girl tied 
to the 
bedpost and whipped 
by Thaw is the 
story of Ethel Thomas. 
This poor 
girl is now' dead.” 
Here Mr. Delmas interposed an ob­ 
jection to the district attorney’s re­ 
marks and the latter began an attack 
along a different line. 
He showed Mr. lyongfellow the pho­ 
tographic copy of the affidavit Evelyn 
Nesbit is said to have signed in the 
office of 
Abraham Hummel—alleging 
that Thaw treated her cruelly while 
abroad In 1903 
because “she would 
not tell Hep against Stanford White.” 
Mr. Jerome followed up this by ask 
Ing the witness if Mrs. Thaw had not 
turned over to him certain papers to 
which she had subscribed. 
There w’as 
a long argument between Hr. Jerome 
and Mr. Delmas, at the conclusion of 
whlch.~-Mr. I»ngfellowT turned his en­ 
tire examination to naught by declar­ 
ing that Mrs. Thaw had never shown 
him a paper similar 
to the Hummel 
affidavit in any 
way. 
He thereupon 
was 
excused without 
cross-examina­ 
tion. 


Police Officers Testify. 
Police officers who 
saw' Thaw th'4 
night of the tragedy declared he acted 
rationally. 
Captain Hodgins 
of the 
Tenderloin precinct, 
however, quali­ 
fied his answer to the question by say 
ing once that “for a man who had just 
committed murder, Thaw acted ration­ 
ally.’’ 
' fhis was stricken 
out and he 
said “well his eye3 had a stare and a 
gaze such as they show as I now look 
at them.” 
This answer was stricken 
out and finally tim captain declared: 
“Well, he seemed more rational-than 
Irrational, and that’s the best answer 
I can give.” 
Many of the witnesses called by the 
state during tin* 
presentation of the 
cas<» in chief 
were recalled. 
All de 
dared Thaw seemed 
to them to be 
rational. 
After the noon recess Mr. Jerome 
called to.,the sjtamLDr. Rudolph Witt 


pans, a chemist and expert In pnbons. 
Tlie district attorney 
framed a hypo­ 
thetical 
question 
covering 
Evelyn 
NesbU’s description of her night with 
Stanford White In the Twenty-fourth 
street studio house and asked if there 
was any known poison which would 
cause insensibility in two minutes and 
permit of the quick recovery testified 
to by Thaw’s wife. 
Around this vital point, opening up 
as it did 
a path through 
which tho 
p;o ecdtor could march his forces in 
ittack upon 
the truth or 
fab Ity of 
Mrs. Thaw’s story, the storm of argu­ 
ment raged for an hour or more. 
Mr. 
Jerotfte pleaded with Justice Fitzger­ 
ald at great length. 
Mr. Delmas, In 
reply, cited Mr. Jerome’s own words 
it tho beginning of the trial. 
At this 
time the 
district attorney 
had the 
court instinct the 
jury that 
young 
Mrs. Thaw’s testimony was perimssi- 
hie only Us tending to show what ef­ 
fect its relations to Thaw may have 
had in unseating his mind. 
Tin4 prose­ 
cutor further said that under the rules 
of evidence he would not be permitted 
to attack the truth of the story. 
"Now,” said Mr. Delmas in conclu­ 
sion. “he is attempting to do that very 
thing.” 
Not Attacking Truth of Story. 
Mr. Jerome sa iii be was not attack­ 
ing the truth of the 
story. 
He was 
calling for an expert opinion to the < f- 
fect that 
no known drug 
would pro­ 
duce the effect testified 
to by Mrs. 
Thaw. 
“My question indicates the answer 
I expect to get to this question.’’ said 
Mr. Jerome, “and if I can show there 
is no such poison in the world. if I 
can show, in short, that there was no 
such occurrences in the Twenty-fourth 
street h o u s e as testified to, then it is 
for the jury 
to infer whether or not 
Evelyn Nesbit told her story to Thaw 
in Paris in 1903.” 
Justice 
Fitzgerald h°re 
sustained 
the objection 
interposed by 
the de­ 
fense. 
When late in tho afternoon Mr. Je­ 
rome called James 
Clinch Smith, a 
brother-in-law of Mr. Stanford White, 
to the stand, another long argument 
ensued. 
Mr. Smith 
was on 
Madison 
Square roof garden the night of the 
tragedy. 
He knew Thaw and spoke 
wit Ii him that evening. 
He said Thaw 
stood in the aisle a minute or moment 
after reaching his seat, 
and looked 
over the audience Intently. 
Mr. Delmas objected to this and It 
was stricken out of the record. 
The 
attorney for the defense also objected 
to Mr. Smith’s testifying at all, say­ 
ing he should have been produced dur­ 
ing the 
presentation of the 
case in 
chief. 
Mr. Jerome said Smith was in 
Europe w'hon the state’s case first was 
presented. 
He 
threw himself 
upon 
the discretion 
of the court 
and the 
matter 
was pending 
when adjourn­ 
ment for the day was ordered.

Washington, March 12.—J. Pierpont 
Morgan, the New York financier, c a m e 
to Washington in his private car at 
night, and

of the Pennsylvania, Newman of the 
New York Central, Mellen of the New 
York, New’ Haven and Hartford, and 
Hughitt 
of the Chicago 
and North­ 
western, to determine If some agree­ 
ment can he reached as to the rela­ 
tions between the railroads and tho 
administration. 
It is probable that E. 
H. Harriman, head of the Harriman 
lines, may also participate in the con­ 
ference, which, it is understood, will 
take place at the White House some 
time the latter part of this week. 
Aft or boarding his train shortly fit­ 
ter midnight to return to New' York,

Morgan 
dictated the 
following 
statement:

San Francisco, March 12.—Monday 
was the most eventful and for the de­ 
fense the most disastrous day thus far 
in the prosecution of alleged municipal 
graft in San Francisco. 
Among the many fast following in­ 
cidents of a day full of strenuous ac­ 
tion and direct results, the following 
were chief: 
The supreme court of California de­ 
nied Iluef’s application for a writ of 
prohibition to restrain Judge Dunne 
from proceeding to try him 
on the 
grand jury extortion 
indictments In 
tile superior court: Judge de Haven 
in the United States district court re­ 
fused Ruef’s 
petition for 
a writ of 
habeas corpus, having in view prac­ 
tically the same end, and denied Ruef 
the right to appeal from this decision.

FIRE BOYS DID GOOD WORK 


Expert Insurance Man Speaks 
In High Terms of the Work 
of the Fire Boys

As predicted in yesterday s D i s p a t c h, 
the tire which broke out in the Hans­ 
ford hotel about 2 o’clock was tinnily 
quenched, but not until heavy damago 
had been inflicted upon tho east wing 
of the building and its contents. Al­ 
most the entire north hajj of tho roof was 
destroyed. So much so, at least, that 
it will all have to come off and an en­ 
tirely new’ one be put on, or practically 
so. The rooms on the third floor are 
badly damaged by tire, w'ater and smoke 
and those on the second slightly dam­ 
aged by fire and badly by smoke and 
water. The store rooms on tho first 
floor were completely flooded, while the 
rooms in the basement w’ere drenched 
and partially tilled with water. 
The tire was caused by the upsetting 
of a candle in the closet of Mrs. Thos* 
H. Beare's apartments in the north 
end of the new part of the building. 
Mrs. Beare, who was in the room at the 
time immediately gave the alarm and 
Manager Geo. Trent, with an insurance 
man named Cornell, rushed up stairs 
and grabbing the fire extinguishers 
standing in the hall turned them on the 
blaze which was then confined entirely 
tojthe closet, but without effect. Others j Mr. Zakarisen reports a damage of $150 


also spoke of the gallant w ork done in 
tho way of salvage. The amounts of 
losses are at best but a crude estimate 
as yet and are about as follows, as given 
by the owners: 
R. R. Wise estimates the damage to 
the building, including the damage to 
the main part from smoke at about $15,- 
000. The entiro building was insured 
for $25,000, and was worth over twice 
th at amount. Mr. Beare’s loss is prob 
ably from $7,000 upwards and ho has 
$12,003 insurance on the furniture of the 
hotel. Mr. Wise had his office on the 
second floor and everything in it and 
his bedroom adjoining was drenched 
and badly damaged. The law offices of 
A. I). Polk, Judge J. IL Warner and 
Goo. II. Gardner were also drenched, 
but those gentlemen got most of their 
belongings out before they were ser­ 
iously damaged. 
On the first floor the fixtures of the 
Ransford bar w’ore badly demoralized 
by water. J. F. Murphy & Co. covered 
their clothing stock with 
tarpaulins, 
oilcloths and whatever was available 
and it is as yet hard to estimate the 
damage. The stock is valued at $10, 
(XKJ and tho loss is amply covered by in 
suranco. 
The jewelry stock of C. L Burnett 
was moved out, except a couple of large 
wall cases and some other furniture. 
It 
was taken to the circle front store, just 
across the street and returned to its 
old location this morning. 
Mrs. Grandelmeyer 
suffered 
Homo 
loss in the moving out of her millinery 
stock, but it was all in a place of safety 
before the water bogan to come through 
the ceiling. 
VV rn. Graham m^ved his stock oat 
and into neighboring buildings, but 
moved a part of it back later in the 
evening. 
He fixes 
his loss at about 
$100, with no insurance. 
Mr. Graham 
is especially unfo innate in that he 
suffered a sevc ro loss in tho tiro on 
Seventh street in January last and had 
at that time no insurance, 
lie in- 
t. * ’ nl taking it out in his new location 
nad as yet neglected to do so. 
A. J. McColl’s Bazaar was severely 
wet down. Some of the goods were re­ 
moved before the deluge came, but the 
damage will probably come close to 
61,0*»0. He carried $1,350 insurance on 
the stock. 
The basement was occupied by W. W. 
Latta's barber shop and P. M. Zakaria- 
sen’s tailor shop. 
Mr. Latta estimates 
his damage to his outfit by water, etc., 
at $200, with insurance of $300, while 


were brought until the contents of six 
had been used with absolutely no effect 
on the fire. Meantime the alarm had 
been turned in and the lire department 
summoned. 
By the time they got the 
line of hose laid the smoke was so dense 
that it was almost impossible to reach 
or find the flames which had run up 
the partitions onto the third floor and 
into the garret. 
It was only by the 
most stubborn work with four lines of 
hose that the fire was at last conquered, 
after it had burned its way through the 
roof in many places. 
There was no lack of pressure through­ 
out the entire fire, although at one time 
there were four streams playing on the 
Ransford and two on the Moist building. 
Much of the contents of the rooms 
was removed to the main portion of the 
hotel and little was burned, though 
much was nearly or quite ruined bv the 
water and smoke. 
The boys were a little slow in getting 
at the fire for lack of long ladders on 
the hose wagon, but stuck to it man­ 
fully and saved the building only by 
heroic work. John B. Lee, an indepen­ 
dent insurance adjuster, who happened 
to be in the city adjusting the loss on 
the property of the late Richard Ahrens, 
in speaking to the T h e 
D i s p a t c h re­ 
garding the fire, said that never in his 
entire experience had he soon braver or 
more determined work done than in the 
Ransford fire Monday. 
He said the 
volunteer boys, with imperfect appara­ 
tus, went into places from which veteran 
paid firemen would shrink, even if pro­ 
tected with the best of apparatus. He 


with no insurance. Mr. Zakariasen has 
leased rooms on the second floor of the 
Walverman block and will reopen there 
at once. 
F. G. Ohmert, and another worker 
whose name could notbe learned were 
almost 
overcome w hile 
assisting in 
Ransford fire. Mr. Ohmert lay flat on 
the floor for 20 rn inutes in the densest 
smoke, without a mouth protector, hold­ 
ing the hose, and when he got out he 
W’as scarcely able to walk or speak. 
The boiler pits in both parts of the 
building were three feet deep in water 
when 
the fire was 
over and it 
was 
neccessary to put a crew of men at work 
with pumps to remove the water so that 
the heating plants could be operated. 
Mr. Wise set a crew often men at 
wrork and kept them at work the entire 
night and this morning had the floors 
entirely clear of w’ater and several of 
tho tenants commenced to move back 
into their old quarters. 
The occupants of the offices in the 
south end of the building are all baoa 
in their old quarters today, as comfort­ 
able as if they had never to make a hur­ 
ried exit. Mr. Wise moved his own of­ 
fice furniture out after the fire and 
cleaned up his office and moved back 
again this forenoon. 
Mr. Wise lost no time in getting at 
the work of putting a new roof on the 
building and C. B. White was on hand 
this morning taking measurements and 
ordering material for the roof while a 
crew of his men was set to work tearing 
away the damaged roof. 
The closet where the fire originated 


was at the south end of the hall on the 
second floor. A board partition had 
beeth put across out about two feet from 
the end of the hall so as to mako a closet 
for the use of Mrs. Beare, who had her 
private apartments close by. One of the 
hotel girls was on her knees scrubbing 
tho floor of the closet and in some w’ay 
the flames caught the clothing hanging 
up and the room was all ablaze in an in­ 
stant. The fire ate through into the 
partition on the floor above and in al­ 
most no time the cock-loft or garret was 
afire. 
From there the fire spread to the 
entire north end of the roof and burned 
through the roof before the water was 
of much avail. 
A line of hose was car­ 
ried to the top of the main part of the 
hotel and with two or three carried in 
at the windows and up the stairs simply 
drowned the fire out. 


t h e h o t e l f i r e 
WL F. Hoist places the value of his 
building at $3,(XX) with an insurance of 
$1,500. On stock his loss was $fl,700 ac­ 
cording to an inventory taken only a 
couple of weeks ago and he had $3,000 
insurance thereon. 
Mr. Holst states 
that he has not the slightest idea how 
tho fire could have caught as there has 
never been any fire in the part of the 
building where it w’as first discovered, 
so far as he knows. The warehouse was 
locked up but the office was open, ho 
having just gone up to see the Ransford 
tire. 
When 
he got back 
the entire 
building was a mass of flames and other 
parties had got out his safe and some 
of the office furniture before he arrived, 
also 
a small ^amount 
of machinery. 
There was considerable apprehension 
felt for a little while lest the heat of the 
fire should explode the big gasoline 
storage tank of the Standard Oil com­ 
pany which is .situated just waist of tho 
machinery warehouse. 
Thanks to 
a 
favorable wind the snow was not even 
melted off the tops of the big tanks. 
Had they exploded the damage would 
have bean almost incredibly great and 
some loss of life would doubtless have 
occurred. As it was there were no seri­ 
ous injuries.

>h!s hill they will have to go a mile 
for one. 
A similar hill has been introduced 
in the house. 
All conveyances of real estate made 
bv separate deed of husband and wife 
within the past five yea re are legalized 
by a bill introduced by Senator S. F. 
Alderman of Brainerd. 
The convey­ 
ances are declared legal and valid and 
the records of such conveyances here­ 
tofore made or within sixty days after 
tho passage of tho hill, actually roc- 
corded, are declared 
to be in 
all re 
Bpects legal. 


To Prohibit Discrimination. 


A hill to prohibit discrimination by 
telephone companies between persons 
and localities in rates and telephone 
rentals and incorporating the long and 
short haul principle of railroad rates 
as applied to telephone service was in 
I reduced by Senator H. E. Hanson of 
Windom. 
The bill makes it unlawful 
for any company to establish any rate 
or 
rates for 
tho transmission 
of a 
message over Its line, or rentals there­ 
of, which are unreasonably low or in­ 
adequate, for the purpose and with 
the intent to prevent any other person 
or company from continuing In such 
business or with intent to injure or 
Impair the business of any other com­ 
pany. 
It also prohibits giving, for the 
purpose of injuring or impairing the 
business 
of another company, 
any 
preference or advantage in rates to 
any town or locality, person or corpo­ 
ration, or to give In any manner to 
any person 
or company or 
locality 
Rny rate not established or published 
b sh rate for tho same message for the 
same distance in any other locality, or 
to charge a telephone rental in any 
locality greater than charged for the 
same service In any other locality. 
A 1)111 substituting a petition to the 
railroad and 
warehouse commission 
for a petition to the district court by 
railroads desiring to abandon a part 
of 
their 
lines, and 
making 
other 
amendments to the present law relat­ 
ing to the abandonment or closing to 
traffic of railroad lines, was Introduced 
by Senator Frank Clague of Lamber- 
ton. 
Amends Sections of the Code. 
The bill amends the three sections 
of the 1905 code relating to this sub­ 
ject, the first of which is section 2038. 
which provides that no railroad com­ 
pany shall cease operating a line the 
construction whereof has been helped 
by public ahi or local subscription ex­ 
cept as provided in section 2039. 
The 
amendment covers 
all railroads and 
specifically includes in its prohibition 
ngainst abandonment “any sidetrack, 
siding, spur or other track of any kind 
which has once been opened and used 
for business.” 
Section 2039 provides for a petition 
to the (Astrict court and a Jury trial 
on the petition in order to authorize a 
company which has received such pub­ 
lic aid to abandon a part of its line. 
The amendment proposed in this bill 
provides that any company desiring 
to abandon “or close for traffic” any 
portion of its line shall first make ap­ 
plication 
to the railroad 
and ware­ 
house commission. 
The 
commission 
shall fix a date for public hearing on 
the question, and if satisfied that the 
abandonment or closing of the line or 
siding will not result in any substan­ 
tial injury to the public, the commis­ 
sion may allow the petition, otherwise 
it shall Vie denied or the commission 
may grant it in a modified form. 


Shortens the Tim e. 
Section 2040 provides 
that when 
anv company shall have abandoned, 
taken up or ceased to operate its lines 
for sixty 
consecutive (Fays 
without 
having complied with the provisions 
af the preceding section, 
any town, 
municipality or indivilual 
which has 
Issued 
bonds 
or given 
promissory 
notes or other things of value to such 
railroad may recover the same or its 
value in an action in the district court. 
The hill amends this section by includ­ 
ing the closing of any portion of the 
lim for thirty days within the causes 
which will enable the recovery of the 
amount 
of aid givwn the 
road, and 
adds a provision 
that the aid must 
have been given as an inducement or 
in aid of the construction of the line 
censed to be operated 
or closed for 
traffic. 
The joint investigating committee, 
of which 
W. A. Nolan 
Is chairman, 
heard testimony in behalf of lumber 
manufacturers and also coal dealers.

a graduated scale of fares rather than 
a flat 2-cent law’, believing the latte- 
would he confiscatory In many case* 
of small or branch roads.

Governor 
Sheldon hesitated 
to sign 
the hill, 
thinking it to lie inconsistent with, h's 
preelection course.
